practically reduced to the position of a spy 
—or at the best a nuisance. The result has 
been markedly apparent within the last few 
months. .At the beginning of, the South 
African War, without any intention of dis- 
closing any information, likely to be useful 
to the enemy, there did arise some difference 
of opinion between the correspondents and 
the General. The Boers proved themselves 
masters int the arts of intelligence, and 
quickly made useof every source of informs- 
tion available. The introduction of some sys- 
tem of censorship became a necessity. ‘The 
correspondent’ chafed under the restric- 
tion, which he imagined was aimed against 
him, and did his best. to escape ita require- 
ments, so that by degrees a atate almost of 
hostility arose. Tbe telegraph made mat- 
ters worse. Boer sympathisers were not 
wanting even in England ; on the continent 
Dr, Leyvs had-established an almost per- 
fect system of coding, so that any’ informu- 
tion was at once sent te quarters in com- 
munication, more or less secret, with the 
leaders in the Transvaal ; and go by degrees 
the Press correspondent. became from a 
nuisance a danger. In China, affairs were 
not so bad, still the Press correspondent did 
once or twice in a measure give himself 
away. ' At all events his presence did not 
tend to diminieh the jealousies between the 
Powers, and may from indisereet yemarks 
have even hada. tendency momentarily to 
increase them. When we remember the 
magnificent services,’ however,, done’ for 
humanity in general by correspondents like 
Russen1 or Simpson, it-seems a matter of 
great. and national loss that the present 
position should have come about. The mys-
